AIR ATTACK ON EMDEN 


GERMANS ADMIT DAMAGE 


“Emden was again bombed by a 
strong force on Monday night, when a 
concentrated attack was made in less 
than an hour,” said yesterday’s British 
Air Ministry communiqué. 

“* The weather was clear, apart from 
slight ground haze, and well-placed 
flares gave valuable help in the identi- 
fication of targets. 

‘“ Air fields in the Low Countries were 
also bombed, and Fighter Command 
intruders attacked air fields and other 
objectives in Northern France. Six of 
our bombers are missing.” 

The crew of a bomber reported miss- 
ing from Monday night’s attack on 
Emden has been rescued from the sea. 
Their next-of-kin have been informed, 
says the Press Association. 

‘* British bombers last night attacked 
the North-west coastal area,’’ said 
the German News Agency on Tuesday. 
“The attack, which was carried out 
with explosive and incendiary bombs, 
was mainly directed against the town of 
Emden. There were losses among the 
civilian population. Residential and 
public buildings suffered damage. 
According to reports so far received, 
three of the attacking bombers were

DUNKIRK BOMBED 


“ Dunkirk docks were again attacked 
hy Boston bombers, escorted by Spit- 
fires, during offensive operations by 
Tighter Command yesterday,” states 
the Air Ministry News Service. “ Pilots 
of the protecting Spitfires saw bombs 
hit the docks and quayside.

£10,705,000,000 
J.S. ARMY SUPPLY BILL 


The largest Army Supply Bill 
in America’s history, amounting 
to 42,820,000,000 dollars (about 
£10,705,000,000), has beén reported to 
the House by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, a  Reuter’s telegram from 
Washington announces, The measure 
provides 12,700,000,000 dollars (about 
£3,175,000,000) for - financing war 
material for the United Nations, ye 
ing Tend-Lease aid to 62,945,000, 
dollars (about £15,736,250,000), an 
appropriation which is more than the 
country’s direct outlay for the world 
war. 

The bill provides for an army 
strength of 4,500,000 by July 1, 1945. 
The Committee reported that Lieut,- 
General J. T. McNarney told them 
‘‘the War Department regards our 
present situation as the most critical 
the country has ever encountered.”’ 

The rubber problem was regarded so 
seriously that the Committee called on 
the American people ‘‘ to desist im- 
mediately from using motor cars for 
any but essential purposes.’’

The Soviet Black Sea Fleet continues 
to support the defence, shelling Axis 
lines and bringing supplies and rein- 
forcements under cover of darkness, 
while the Fleet air arm aids the Soviet 
Air Force, which, from its limited and 
continuously bombed airfields, chal- 
lenges the Luftwaffe by day and night. 
—(Press Association am Reuter.) 

Renewed Russian attempts to land 
troops on the Azov Sea coast south- 
east of Mariupol with a view to inter- 
ne ey German troops on the way to 
Sebastopol were described by the 
German News Agency last night. Land- 
ing attempts with 20 to W boats were 
beaten off by concentrated fire from 
the coastal defences, the Agency said. 
It also claimed that the entire north 
shore of Severnaya P., “except for 
an encircled group of underground 
tunnels still offering desperate resist- 
ance,’ is in German hands. ‘‘In the 
south several pill-boxes and battery 
sites were destroyed by bombers,”’ thus 
easing the attack by infantry, pioneers 
and storm-gunners.’’—(Reuter. ) 

A tense situation has developed for 
the Russians on. the Kharkov front, 
where Marshal Von Bock has opened 
up a new sector, said a Moscow 
message yesterday. Fierce fighting is 
going on, with desperate hand-to-hand 
encounters at some points.” “The 
Germans have already gained many 
positions.

ALL-DAY CONFERENCES: 


R. STEPHEN EARLY, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's Secretary, 
said yesterday that the conferences 
between the President and Mr. 
Churchill were going on all day, and 
until the small hours of the morn- 
ing, says a Reuter message from 
Washington. 

One of the most important con- 
ferences was taking place yesterday, he 
said, when the leaders were in con- 
ference with Admirals King and 
Robinson, Sir Arthur Salter, Admiral 
Little, Admiral Dorlings and Admiral 
Land, and Mr.. Vickery and Mr. 
Doulas, officials of the Maritime Com- 
mission. The party would discuss 
shinvuilding and the use of ships. 

Mr. Early told newspapermen that 
Mr, Churchill and President Roose- 
velt,,on Monday, had an extended con- 
ference with Dr. Soong, Chinese 
Foreign Minister. The subjects dealt 
with were “ mostly of a milita 
nature.” The President, he said, woul 
not hold his usual Press conference 
yesterday, because the leaders’ con- 
ference was scheduled to continue 
without interruption, and because 
neither the President nor the Premier 
felt that the conference has yet reached 
the point ‘‘when they are ready to 
discuss the talks.’’ 

The final report on the conferences 
would be given at a joint Press con- 
ference with President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Churchill. 

The posts held by a number of those 
with whom the President and Mr. 
Churchill conferred yesterday illustrate 
Mr. Early’s statement that ships would 
be under discussion, Rear-Admiral 
Vickery, Vice-Chairman of the Mari- 
time Commission, is Deputy Adminis- 
trator for New Ships, and is in charge 
of the building programme; Mr. Lewis 
Douglas is Deputy War Shipping 
Administrator, and Rear-Admiral S. M. 
Robinson is Chief of the Bureau of 
Ships, Navy Department.—(Reuter.) 


BELFAST FINANCES 
ADMINISTRATORS’ POWERS 


In the Northern Ireland House of 
Commons yesterday, Sir Dawson Bates, 
Minister of Home Affairs, presented a 
bill which provides for the appointment 
of City Administrators for Belfast. The 
Administrators will exercise the func- 
tions of the Corporation in regard to 
staff and pensions, the purchase of 
goods, land, the making of contracts 
and the raising of loans. 

The Council will remain in existence, 
but in financial matters will be subject 
to the Administrators, and if, in their 
opinion, any act of the Council is not in 
the interests of the ratepayers, they 
may make representations to the 
Ministry, who will then issue directions. 

Members of the Opposition com- 
plained that be to the Govern- 
ment's programme they would only 
have until July 7 to consider the bill. 
They complained also that it was not 
fair to introduce the bill when a libel 
action concerning Corporation affairs 
was at hearing. 


FRENCH NORTH AFRICA 
U.S. TO RESUME SHIPMENTS 


After answering questions about 
United States shipments to North 
Africa, Mr, Dingle Foot, Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs, told the House of 
Commons yesterday that, according to 
his information, Marshal Romme] was 
not now receiving supplies from metro- 
politan France. 

“I have reason to believe,” he added, 
“ that Axis vessels on more than one 
occasion have used French territorial 
waters, but it would not be in the 
public interest to give details.”’ 

Mr. Foot informed Mr. Molson (C., 
High Peak) that the United States 
Government have announced their in- 
tention of resuming shipments to 
French North Africa, suspended last 
February, and that it was a condition 
of ‘such shipments that the goods 
should not be exported from North 
Africa.

GENERAL EXPLAINS 


Mr, Attlee said that after the initial 
check to Marshal Rommel, and after 
the fighting had swayed to and fro 
for some days, events had gone against 
Britain, in spite of the splendid 
courage and moral of the troops, 
which still remained -unbroken. He 
then read this report from General 
Auchinleck giving an account of events 
up to June 20. —“ An enemy attack 
during the last few days of May was 
expected, and preparations had been 
made accordingly. The 8th Army, in 
positions stretching from Gazala south- 
wards to Bir Hakeim, was waiting this 
attack. The Royal. Air Force Benin 
counter-offensive action about a week 
beforehand.

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AXIS ATTACKING 


Field-Marshal Rommel was reported 
last night to be massing his forces 
near Fort Capuzzo and opposite the 
centre oí the new British frontier line. 
A ve... strong column of tanks and 
lorried infantry was sighted moving 
rapidly east from Tobruk along the 
Bardia road, just past Gambut, some 
twenty miles from the frontier. At 
dawn yesterday it was still making 
rapid headway. 

At 8th Army Headquarters it is 
expected that Marshal Rommel’s main 
attack on the British defence line will 
be launched as soon as, this column is 
in position. 

CAIRO, Tuesday.—Axis forces are 
busily consolidating their gains in 
Cyrenaica for a possible thrust without 
delay at Allied formations in the 
Egypti:n frontier region. The bulk of 
the Axis strength still seems at least 
some fifty miles to the west. 

While Egypt and the Middle East 
are unquestionably menaced, _ the 
situation is not very different from 
that of last summer, when the Germans 
were also present at the frontier, or 
even that of September, 1940, when 
Marshal Graziani’s army was 70 miles 
beyond the frontier. 

e main reason for our reverse at 
Tobruk was greater skill on the part of 
the Germans in handling armoured 
units and acl sees especially their 88 
mm. guns, which knocked out so many 


British tanks. Shells from this gun 
are semi-rocket in type; the coeabuition 
produced by gases as they move giving 
them longer range. These guns were 
thus able to destroy many of the best 
tanks on our side, svch as the General 
Grants, with their 77 mm. guns, before 
the tanks came within range. The 
Germans did not have more material 
in bulk than the British, but it was 
better selected, better co-ordinated and 
better applied. — (The Associated 
Press.) 


700 TANKS LOST 


LONDON, Tuesday.—The German 
Radio claimed to-night that Marshal 
Rommel had destroyed 700 to 800 
British tanks in the latest Libya battle. 
When “ the offensive started,” it was 
stated, “ the British had between 800 
and 900 tanks, of which all except about 
100 were destroyed.’’— (Reuter. ) 

Senator Ellender, member of the

Confession that national fuel crisis 
exists came from the Turf Controller 
AMr. H. FLINN), in the Dail 
yesterday, after listening to day- 
long complaints about the quality, 
price and policy relating to turf 
production. 

The critical nature of the problem, 
he said, was founded on shortage of 
transport, and a shortage of men im 
the places where the Government 
desired heavy turf production. i 

A bleak, almost desperate, situation 
was revealed in the Parliamentary 
Secretary's reply to the debate on the 
vote for emergency schemes and unem- 

loyment relief. The position, Mr. 
Flinn said, now is worse than it was 
last year from the viewpoint of pro- 
duction. There were now 25,000 men 
cutting turf, as against 27,000 last 
year, but, leaving out the numbers 
engaged last year in Donegal, Mayo 
and West Galway, where national turf 
is not being cut this year, the number 
of men engaged virtually is the same. 

Migration of labour is seriously 
contributing to the crisis, and the 
Controller said that the country in 
1943 probably will feel grievously the 
loss of the men who have gone. ‘ The 
responsibility for that,” he declared, 
“is a matter that will have to be 
borne by whosoever it may concern.’’ 
In Kildare last January, migration 
accounted for seventy per cent. of the 
pool of labour available for turf pro- 
duction last year; in Donegal it was 
only 13 per cent. In Limerick, Cork, 
Kildare, Meath, Westmeath and Wick- 
low there had been a falling-off of 
5,430 men up to date, including con- 
siderable numbers from towns, as well 
as rural workers. “The turf which 
we hope to produce this year will be 
down by the capacity of 3,400 men,’’ 
he said. : 


WAGES LURE 


Blaming high wages in Britain for 
the greater part of mugration, Mr. 
FLINN described how money was 
flowing into this country from workers 
in England who could either throw it 
into the wastepaper basket, invest it, 
or send it to their relatives. ‘I'hat 
money, the cause of the disturbance 
and jdiscontent, producing migration, 
was being earned by the labourer and 
others and was returning to this 
country to eat up available vital sup- 
plies. He said that when in the West 
recently he changed three one pound 
notes in a day, and received all his 
change in English coin. 

At the present there was coming into” 
this country through the post offices in 
the form of money orders and postal 
erders..alone.a very considerable 
amount. In one little district in 
Mayo there was £6,000 a month 
coming in, and in one little 
island £100 a day. There were 2,500 
to 3,000 money orders, of from £3 to 
£4 each coming into the City of Cork 
each week. That was coming in from 
the labour of our a le abroad. He 
himself had seen English notes given 
in change m remote parts of the 
country. 


PAPER DEMANDS 


It did not matter to those in Eng- 
land what wages they paid to our 
workers there so long as they did not 
allow them to spend more than sub- 
sistence money. The whole of the 
rest of the wages earned by Irish 
workers in England was paid, not in 
paper here, but paid in goods bv us. 
Anything over and above the bare sub- 
sistence of those people who were work- 
ing there was being paid out of our 
turf, and wheat, and flour, and wool, 
and our other essential and irreplace- 
able commodities. 

Anyone who went over there and 
sent back paper demands upon our 
irreplaceable commodities was not 
doing any benefit to this country, but, 
as long as the emergency lasted. a 
definite damage. They had 170,000,000 
of liquid sterling assets on the other 
side, but it would not buy a tin of 
beef, a ton of manure, or a ton of 
coal. Neither would any of these paper 
tokens buy anything, but they were 
being honoured here in our food, in 
our clothes, and in our consumable 


goods. 

Continuing, Mr, Fhnn said that their 
turf production was 190,000 tons down 
on last year’s output. The ition 
was very difficult, and nothing could 
save the position but the accession of 
labour in the early stages of produc- 
tion next year. aving regard to the 
tendency towards increased migration 
and the heavy tillage campaign in the 
spring, he did not feel optimistic for 
the production of a-lot more turf in 
the spring of next year.

the position next . -ar was likely to 
be even worse. The output of turf 
for 1942 is down, in fact, by 190,000 
tons. This severe ‘fall, to 
Mr. Flinn, is due to two principal 
causes. One is the shortage of 
transport, as a result of which the 
very considerable quantities of turf 
that have been cut in remote dis- 
tricts cannot be conveyed to the 
regions in need of them. The other 
cause—and here the Turf Controller 
introduces a new note—is emigra- 
tion. Last year some 27,000 men 
were available for the production of 
turf; this year the number has 
fallen to 23,000, and most of the 
absentees, apparently, come from 
districts in Leinster which, because 
of their proximity to Dublin, are 
the most suitable sources of supply. 
Mr. Flinn makes no mystery of his 
attitude to emigration. Thousands 
of Irishmen are drawing high wages 
across the Channel. They cannot 
spend their money, however, on the 
other side, where virtually every 
commodity is subject to rationing 
of greater or less stringency. They 
send it home, and it is used to 
deplete this nation’s rapidly 
declining store of essential com- 
modities ; ‘‘ British paper tokens,’ 
as he calls the bank-notes which 
have made their appearance in such 
numbers throughout every part of 
the twenty-six counties, are being 
honoured in Irish turf, Irish wheat, 
Irish flour, Irish wool. They consti- 
tute “no benefit, but a definite 
damage,”’ to this country. We are 
moved to inquire whether Mr. 
Flinn’s attitude represents the con- 
sidered view of Mr. de Valera’s 
Government. If so—if the Govern- 
ment as a whole deplores this 
emigration as ‘‘no benefit, but a 
definite damage '—whxy was it per- 
mitted to continue for so long? This 
newspaper has no greater love for 
emigration than Mr. Flinn has; 
we gladly would see Irishmen con- 
tent, and able, to remain at home; 
but we wonder whether, in fact, the 
flow of workers to England during 
the last couple of years has been, as 
he suggests, an unmixed curse. 
When the war began, the unemploy- 
ment figures were high enough, in 
all conscience; but what would they 
have become if Irish ports had been 
closed against the departure, and 
English ports against the arrival, of 
our countrymen? It may be true 
that British money is making a hole 
in the national resources of food and 
fuel and clothing; but what is the 
alternative? Without that money, 
how many families would have 
starved and gone cold? Could Mr. 
Flinn, or the whole Government, 
have guaranteed employment to all 
those emigrant workers? The 
country is in sore need of men now 
—men to swell the ranks of the 
defence services, men to break up 
and till the soil, men to produce 
turf—but the meed was not evident 
sufficiently early; if it had beer 
evident, swift measures might have 
been taken to close the ports. As 
matters stand, the evil has been 
done: the lure of high money has 
become irresistible, and our loss is 
Great Britain’s gain. We venture 
to suggest that strict rationing of 
essential commodities would prevent 
further wastage of the national sup- 
plies by British bank-notes—if under- 
taken in time, it would have knocked 
a hole in Mr. Flinn’s argument. 
For the rest, the drain upon our 
man-power must be accepted as one 
of the disabilities of war.

Dail and Senate 


Before the conditions of war com- 
pelled democratic assemblies to in- 
vest Governments with extraordinary 
powers, the effective authority of 
parliamentary representatives had 
shown disturbing signs of decline, In 
common with other representative 
| assemblies, the Dail and Senate of 
this country found themselves faced 
by the world-wide .tendency to 
transfer traditional rights and 
functions of Parliament to Ministers 
and their official hierarchies. 
Together with the rapid growth of 
State-controlled social services, and 
the exteusion of Government re- 
sponsibility to a new field of indus- 
trial and economic activity came the 
need of a new relationship between 
legislative bodies and the machinery 
of administration. Under that new 
technique, wide powers of legislation 
passed from parliamentary repre- 
sentatives to Government depart- 
ments. As new measures multiplied, 
there came the parliamentary 
draftsman’s increasing resort to the 
provisions that Acts of Parliament 
should be made effective ‘‘as the 
Minister may direct” or “ subject 
“theret = | the the Minister’s approval.” With 


influences in the wpe “of public pet 


finance, and as a corrective of proce- 
dure which had led to certain 
unfortunate experiments in the use 
of public credit, the Commission ; 
stipulated that the institution to be 
set up should embrace “a Research | 
Department fully equipped for its 
task.” Part of that task, the Com- 
mission said, should be consultation : 
with the monetary authority “ before 
Government policy is fully framed,” 
especially in relation “to public 
borrowing and public works policies,” 
Further, the Commission proposed 


that the Central Bank’s Research 
Department should be consulted 
when questions arise to affect 


“ Government intervention in the 
economic sphere, levels of commodity 
prices, costs of production or inter- 
national balances of payments.’’ It 
remains to be seen to what extent 
the Taoiseach’s promised amendment 
will fulfil such conditions ; but, how- 
ever it may be framed, its effect 
must be to introduce a radical change 
in the structure of the bill and in 
the present relations between Govern- 
ment Departments and financial 
institutions. Its immediate relev- 
ance to parliamentary control lies in 
the fact that a departure of such 
obvious importance was the fruit of 
public debate and deliberation. Other 
instances—less important, but not 
less significant of the new spirit 
that pervades the proceedings in 
Leinster House—were forthcoming 


in the frank admission by the 


Minister responsible for broadcasting 
that the financial resources allotted 
to 2RN are hopelessly inadequate; 
in Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly’s apprecia- 
tion of the “ helpful "’ criticisms of 
Senators Johnston and Baxter; in 
the general welcome which was 
accorded to Deputy Benson’s plea 
for collaboration between Dublin and 
Belfast in the’ preparation of plans 
for post-war reconstruction, and in 
Mr. Lemass’s statement that the 
E.S.B. has been authorised to 
proceed with plans for the long- 
denied extension of its services to 
rural areas. These and other 
evidences of a general desire to get 
away from the insincerities and 
acerbities of party divisions and of 
willingness to face economic and 
social realities in a spirit of mutual 
accommodation are among the few 
welcome signs of these days of stress 
and anxiety. It may be easy to over- 
estimate their importance. It would 
be foolish to refuse to recognise their 
significance as pointers to a fuller 
recognition of the value and possi- 
bilities of representative govern- 
ment.

Herds Saved from Extinction 


The value of the new national 
veterinary scheme to milk-producers 
has been demonstrated in a remarkable 
way by a number of Hampshire 
farmers, It is nothing new for them 
to put their herds under the constant 
care of a veterinary surgeon, for they 
have been ‘‘on the panel’ with a 
county practitioner for periods up to 
ten years, Although the scheme has 
been operating for only a few weeks, 
33 milk producers have already entered 
into an undertaking with this practi- 
tioner for the control of the four main 
dairy herd diseases at fixed fees and by 
approved methods. The undertaking 
was a formality for many of them, as 
their herds were already subject to a 


rivate system of control almost 
identical with that now officially 
sponsored Each of these pioneers 


speaks enthusiastically of the big drop 
in herd wastage and the considerable 
cash value resulting from regular 
supervision by the ' vet.’’. Herds in 
some cases have been saved from 
absolute extinction.
